Steady interest in 
eariy voting as town 
prepares for Nov. 8 
baiiot decision day

Thousands of Agawam resi¬ 
dents already know whom they’re 
voting for. 

Hundreds already have. 

By the end of October, about 
1,800 Agawam residents had cast 
their presidential ballots using 
the state’s new early voting proce¬ 
dure, Town Clerk Vincent Gioscia 
said this week. 

Under a law that went into 
effect this year, cities and towns 
in Massachusetts are allowing 
registered voters to vote at the lo¬ 
cal town clerk’s office on any day 
it is open, from Oct. 24 to Nov. 4. 
Many towns, including Agawam, 
are also offering weekend and 
evening hours.

Blight fight takes a while 

Town Haii’s crusade against eyesore buiidings siowed in court

T he list of blighted proper¬ 
ties in town is longer now 
than it was a year ago, 
when the City Council passed a 
law aimed at cleaning them up. 

The ordinance was intended 
to give code enforcement offi¬ 
cials some “teeth” to demand 
that property owners — banks 
who foreclosed on previous oc¬ 
cupants, in many cases — take 
care of eyesore and abandoned 
properties. Last summer, the 
town had a list of about 20 such 
properties; today, it’s more than 
70, and most of the original prop¬ 
erties are still on it. 

Mayor Richard Cohen said 
town officials are moving faster 
to identify and catalogue blight¬ 
ed properties. The delay is com¬ 
ing from the court system, he 
said. 

“It can be frustrating at times,” 
said Cohen, but “I am really 
pleased with the progress that is 
being made by our code enforce¬ 
ment officer, and our associate 
solicitor.” 

Cohen says Associate Solici¬ 
tor Stephen Buoniconti is work¬ 
ing with the state attorney gen¬ 
eral and going through the court 
process on several properties in 
town. Many of the properties on 
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1178 Suffield St. was listed as a blighted property in 2015 and remains on the 
iist more than a year iater.

Vault for ashes is complete 

Veterans’ remains no ionger stored in 
temporary structure, officiais say

The cremated ashes of 122 
United States servicemen, -wom¬ 
en and spouses are now in their 
final resting place. 

Agawam Veterans Memorial 
Cemetery Director Richard Bas- 
tien said a new stone columbar¬ 
ium — a vault for the cremated 
remains — was completed early 
in October, a couple weeks af¬ 
ter the state-owned cemetery 


and its construction contractor 
were criticized on television and 
in newspapers for a backlog of 
cremated remains in temporary 
“lockers.” 

He said each set of cremated 
remains was afforded a white- 
glove proper transfer from the 
temporary metal columbarium 
to the permanent stone version. 
Taps were played as part of each 
transfer.

The Agawam Complete Streets Prioriti¬ 
zation Plan Public Meeting will be held at 
6 p.m., Tuesday, Nov. 15, in the Community 
Room of the Agawam Public Library, 750 
Cooper St. An informal discussion will be¬ 
gin at 5:30 p.m. 

The town is working with MassDOT to 
implement a Complete Streets program. In 
February, the Agawam City Council adopt¬ 
ed a Complete Streets Administrative Poli¬ 
cy which was cosponsored by Mayor Rich¬ 
ard Cohen and Council President James P. 
Cichetti. 

This meeting will give residents an 
opportunity to hear about the Complete 
Streets program and discuss pedestrian, 
bicycle, ADA and transit project ideas. 
Agawam will submit this plan to the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Department of Transportation 
and could receive up to $400,000,which 
will be put toward construction in 2017-18. 
This plan will also prioritize future com¬ 
plete streets-related projects, including but 
are not limited to bicycle lanes, sidewalks, 
signalized pedestrian crossings, rapid flash 
beacons, traffic calming measures, signage 
and more.

Add sidewalks 
to online map 


T own Engineer Michelle Chase is looking for 
your thoughts on “complete streets” in Agawam 
— ways the town’s roadways can accommodate 
traffic other than automobiles. 

Part of the outreach is a public forum to be held 
Nov. 15 at the library, starting at 5:30 p.m. Another 
part is a “wiki-map” — an online map that anyone can 
edit — where residents can stick virtual pins on any 
street and attach a note with their requests. 

As of Tuesday, some of the requests are for repav¬ 
ing or new traffic signals. The majority, however, are 
for sidewalks. 

This should be no surprise to anyone who followed 
last year’s town election campaigns, where write-in 
mayoral candidate William Clark made the town’s 
incomplete sidewalk network a central plank of his 
platform. He’s kept up the crusade on social media 
since then, and he’s clearly tapped in to a widespread 
complaint. 

Earlier this week, the map at http://wikimapping. 
com/wikimap/Agawam.html showed complaints 
about missing or inadequate sidewalks on Barry 
Street, Carol Avenue, Corey Street, Garden Street, Hen- 
dom Drive, Meadow Street, Mill Street, North Street, 
North West Street, North Westfield Street, Parkview 
Drive, Poplar Street, Randall Street, Reed Street, Riv¬ 
er Road, Robin Ridge Road, School Street, Shoemak¬ 
er Lane, South Street, South West Street, Springfield 
Street, Suffield Street and Thalia Drive. Though some 
of these streets are residential lanes, a large number of 
requests are on the town’s busiest thoroughfares. 

On South Street alone, there were more than 20 
comments about sidewalks, many of them mention¬ 
ing that it’s a heavily traveled route for young children 
attending James Clark School, as well as a cut-through 
street for trucks and Six Flags traffic between Main 
and Suffield streets. The residential neighborhoods 
off South Street have sidewalks; the western end of 
the street has a sidewalk that abruptly ends just past 
Keller Circle. These neighborhoods consist of sin¬ 
gle-family homes within walking distance of Clark 
School. It makes no sense to provide sidewalks to el¬ 
ementary schoolers for the first half of their morning 
walk, but force them onto lawns or road shoulders for 
the rest of the way. 

There are other interesting ideas on the map, too, 
such as a circulator bus to loop around Main and Suff¬ 
ield streets, connecting Agawam workers and shop¬ 
pers to Six Flags, the Geissler’s plaza and the Walnut 
Street Extension area. It’s likely there are even more 
good ideas to come, both before the Nov. 15 meeting 
and at it. 

It’s hard to top child safety as a priority, however. 
Sidewalks on main streets must be part of that Nov. 
15 discussion.

T he ’75 Sachem has a cover you don’t for¬ 
get. It looks like a pair of faded blue jeans 
and has a picture of the class, probably 
taken at the Kid Party. You open 
the book and the first page has 
Tommy Quinn walking down 
a sidewalk. On his picture is a 
poem whose first two lines read, 

“It was not long ago — When we 
stood on the edge of our dreams.” 

Who would have thought by 
2016, the ’75s would lose Tom¬ 
my? The Agawam Athletic Hall 
of Fame inducted Tommy Quinn 
posthumously. Surely, anyone 
who followed the sports teams 
in 1974-75 knew that Tommy 
was an athlete you would not forget. His Hall 
of Fame resume can be read at the reference 
desk at the library. Judy Clini, our librarian, was 
bringing down the banquet program the day I 
brought it to her. Maybe some ambitious person 
will put it online for easy access for everyone. 

The ’75 Sachem is a tough read for me. I don’t 
open to the soccer pages because I don’t want to 
see the picture of my two captains and me. Both 
of them passed away too young and before their 
dreams were fulfilled. The picture is here. Maybe 
it will get you to think of some things on your 
bucket list. Like my crossing off “see the Grand 
Canyon” in early October. 

The ’75s were unique in some ways. They held 
graduation on the football field and had a girl. 


Jane Benerakis, as president, the first time this 
had happened since the ’50s. In fact, the other 
three officers also were girls — Carol Di demen¬ 
ti, vice-president; Lorri Daudelin, treasur¬ 
er; and Gail Arsenault, secretary. The ballot 
box had Tommy Quinn and Jane Benerakis 
as class athletes. Rick Mastrocanni was 
a good athlete, too, but was voted Best 
Dressed and Class Chatterbox. His female 
counterparts were Diane Harbey as Best 
Dressed and Carol Di Clementi as Class 
Chatterbox. Jeff Orr and Roxanne Ray¬ 
mond were voted Class IQ. Donna Hulse 
(now Kennedy) and Mark Benedict were 
voted Class Musicians. Best Looking Boy 
was Steve Della Guistina and Best Looking 
Girl was Gail Arsenault. Best at acting were 
Holly Kinnell and Bob Trempe. Best artists were 
Mary-Ann Poggi and Tom Lancour. 

Tommy Quinn left us way too early, but be¬ 
fore he left, he was the main force behind a fund¬ 
raiser that raised well over $20,000 for Shriners 
Hospital. Makes you wonder if Tommy knew 
that he was on the edge of his dreams.

‘Change and Remembrance’ 


S ome Christian churches observe “All Saints Day” during this time 
of year, usually between Oct. 30 and Nov. 5. The United Methodist 
Church observes it on the first Sunday in November. All Saints Day 
invites us to look back to the very early days of the church and at 
people whose lives inspire us all. It also invites us to remember 
those whom we love that have passed on to eternal life. It calls 
us also to notice those who now show us by their examples a 
better way to live. The church takes this opportunity to celebrate 
saints, past and present. 

Life is full of change. The seasons change. We change. We 
grow and develop and learn. We get sick. We get stronger. We 
get better. We age. We get weaker. The world around us changes 
— sometimes way too fast for our liking. Society changes. Cul¬ 
ture changes. People change. Our children and grandchildren 
change — also way too fast. Circumstances change. We may get 
a new job, or lose an old one. We change our address. We change 
our hairstyles or color. The format of our music changes — from 
vinyl to 8-track to cassette to CD to MP3 to streaming, back to vinyl. Every¬ 
thing changes. We can resist change, or fear change, or fight change or try 
to control change, but change is inevitable, whether we like it or not. And 
some of the changes in life are harder to take than others. Sometimes we 
must honor what we’ve lost, or give in to grief or even anger — especially 
when the change involves saying goodbye to loved ones. 


Change — especially death — can bring grief and sorrow and pain. The 
question is, what will we make of it? What will we do or be as a result? How 
will we live with it? While as human beings we can’t hang on to the past,

We 
do not grieve as those who are without hope. We can be com¬ 
forted by the fact that God loves each and every one of us and will turn 
even the shadow of death into the light of life. Amen.

The extra work means extra cost. Gios- 
cia said he hasn’t yet tabulated how much 
he will have to pay in overtime to the clerk’s 
staff, police details at off-site polling loca¬ 
tions and extra hours for poll workers, but 
it will exceed the $1,500 in state grant funds 
that Agawam received. 

Regardless of the cost, hosting extra 
hours — a decision echoed by city and town 
clerks in neighboring communities such as 
Southwick, West Springfield and Westfield 
— was the right thing to do, Gioscia said. 

“The idea [of the early voting law] was 
to make it more convenient for people to 
vote,” Gioscia said. “That’s what we did. It’s 
all for the convenience of the voter.” 

Voting at Town Hall “comes in spurts,” 
Gioscia said, with the highest traffic early 
in the morning as people stop in on the way 
to work. Demand for early voting has been 
high enough that there have been short 
waits, at times, to vote at the clerk’s office. 
Gioscia said he hasn’t seen lines out the 
door, however. With a hard-fought presi¬ 
dential campaign and contested local leg¬ 
islative races, he still expects a much larger 
turnout on Election Day itself. 

Gioscia said turnout was lower than ex¬ 
pected at last week’s evening voting hours, 
on Thursday, Oct. 27, at the Senior Center. 
That may have been because of a snow¬ 
storm that day, however. 

Evening voting will return this Thursday, 
Nov. 3, from 3 to 7 at the library, 750 Cooper 
St., Agawam. Early voting concludes Fri¬ 
day, Nov. 4; voters may cast their ballots in 
person at Town Hall, 36 Main St., Agawam, 
from 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. on Thursday and 
Friday. Any registered voter in Agawam or 
Feeding Hills can participate in early vot¬ 
ing at Town Hall or the library. 

Early voters are given the same printed 
ballot as Election Day voters, and fill it out 
in the same way. Instead of inserting the 
ballot into the ballot box, however, early 
voters seal it in an envelope. On Election 
Day, poll workers will open the envelopes 
and feed the early ballots into ballot boxes 
in the appropriate precincts. 

Early voters are checked off a list of all 


registered voters in town. Those who vote 
early will be flagged on the precinct voter 
lists issued to poll workers on Nov. 8, and 
will not be able to vote next Tuesday. 

Voters who requested an absentee 
voting or early voting ballot must return 
it, completed, to the town clerk by 8 p.m. 
Tuesday, Nov. 8. 

Races abound 

Voters are marking their choices for 
president, congressman, sheriff, state leg¬ 
islators and four ballot questions on Aga¬ 
wam election ballots. 

On the ballot for president are Hillary 
Clinton, D-N.Y.; Donald Trump, R-N.Y.; 
Gary Johnson of New Mexico, Libertarian; 
and Jill Stein of Massachusetts, Green. 

Running for Congress in the 1st District 
are incumbent Richard Neal, D-Springfield; 
Frederick “Fritz” Mayock of Springfield, an 
independent candidate; and Thomas Sim¬ 
mons of Shelburne, Libertarian. The dis¬ 
trict includes all of Western Massachusetts. 

Following the retirement of longtime 
Hampden County Sheriff Michael Ashe, 
voters will decide a three-way race to re¬ 
place him, with Nick Cocchi, D-Ludlow, 
John Comerford, R-Palmer, and James Gill, 
independent from Wilbraham, in the run¬ 
ning. 

Agawam’s state senator, Donald Huma- 
son, R-Westfield, will face challenger J.D. 
Parker-O’Grady, D-Southampton, on Tues¬ 
day’s ballot. 

Voters will also help decide a state rep¬ 
resentative contest between incumbent 
Nicholas Boldyga, R-Southwick, and chal¬ 
lenger Rosemary Sandlin, D-Agawam. 

There is only one option on the ballot 
for governor’s councilor in the 8th District, 
which includes most of Western Massachu¬ 
setts: Democrat Mary Hurley. 

Voters throughout Massachusetts will 
weigh in on four ballot questions. 

A “yes” vote on Question I would allow 
the state to issue a second slot-parlor gam¬ 
bling license, in addition to the one slot 
parlor already in operation and the three 
casinos planned to open. 

“Yes” on Question 2 would allow the

state Department of Elementary and Sec¬ 
ondary Education to permit up to 12 addi¬ 
tional charter schools — which draw pub¬ 
lic funding but operate independently of 
local school districts — in Massachusetts. 

Voting “yes” on Question 3 would pro¬ 
hibit the sale of eggs, veal or pork from 
farms, whether within Massachusetts or 
outside it, where animals are confined so 


tightly that they cannot stand up, lie down, 
spread their limbs or turn around. 

A “yes” vote on Question 4 would legal¬ 
ize the cultivation, sale and use of mari¬ 
juana for recreational purposes by adults 
over 21. The industry would be taxed and 
regulated by the state. Medical marijuana 
would remain legal regardless of the result 
of this vote.

“I personally called the families of each 
of the 122 people whose remains were af¬ 
fected by this to let them know the colum¬ 
barium was completed and the remains 
had been moved,” said Bastien. 

State Rep. Nicholas Boldyga, R-South- 
wick, said he has been monitoring the 
situation for the past several months as a 
contractor dispute ensued. 

Bastien said work ceased by the con¬ 
tractor, Maverick Construction Manage¬ 
ment, an Auburn firm that was awarded 
the contract for the state. The dispute 
centered on a requirement to use a wom¬ 
an-owned business for a part of the proj¬ 
ect. After several months in dispute with 
the state, the work finally resumed and the 
contractor met all completion dates once 
the work resumed. 

Calls to Francisco Urena, the state’s 
director of veterans affairs, were not re¬ 
turned. 

Rosemary Sandlin, the Democratic 
challenger for state representative, said the 
delay in completing the stone columbar¬ 
ium refiected on Boldyga, whose district 
includes Agawam. 

“I am appalled that deceased veter¬ 
ans are being kept in lockers waiting for 
burial at the veteran’s cemetery and that 
Representative Boldyga, a Republican, has 
neglected to address or raise this issue,” 
Sandlin said on Oct. 17. “Veterans sacrifice 


their lives to protect our country and it is 
the duty of our state representatives to pro¬ 
tect the dignity of their proper burial.” 

Both Bastien and Boldyga disagreed 
with Sandlin’s characterization of the de¬ 
lay, saying all of the remains were handled 
with the utmost respect and dignity. Boldy¬ 
ga also disputed claims in other media 
reports that there were bodily remains in 
temporary storage. 

“All of the remains for these veterans 
were cremated ashes,” said Boldyga. “There 
were not bodies waiting to be interred.” 

Boldyga said the cemetery has done an 
excellent job handling the situation while 
waiting for the contractual issues to be re¬ 
solved. He called the situation unfortunate, 
but said he had no power in his capacity as 
state representative to settle a contract dis¬ 
pute between the state and a contractor. 

Bastien, who has been the director of 
the cemetery for the past year, said the 
new columbarium is fully functional, and 
the remains of deceased veterans and their 
spouses can be placed there going forward. 

Bastien said he had all positive in¬ 
teractions with the families of the de¬ 
ceased veterans waiting for their transfer. 
“They were all very thankful for being in¬ 
formed that their loved ones’ ashes have 
been transferred to their final resting spot,” 
said Bastien. 

Boldyga says his office has not received 
any complaints regarding the issue.

M y good friend Frank died a lit¬ 
tle while ago, and now his name 
crops up in many social, business 
and community conversations. 

Most recently, Frank’s name 
came to the fore in regard to 
travel. On my way home, I be¬ 
gan to remember the two high 
adventure trips that Kitty and 
I along with Frank and his wife 
Bea enjoyed together. 

It all began with a trip to the 
dentist. I got there early and the 
dentist was running late, so I had 
time to peruse his magazine col¬ 
lection. One that I picked up was 
titled “Yachting.” I had no inter¬ 
est in a yacht and knew nobody who had 
a yacht, although I read about millionaires 
who had yachts. 

At any rate, as I gazed through the mag¬ 
azine there was an article about a couple 
who chartered a yacht in the Caribbean. It 
seemed inexpensive and quite exciting. I 
looked in the rear of the magazine where 
they listed yacht charters and I scribbled 
down some phone numbers. When I got 
home, I made a few calls and we began to 
talk. They wanted to know if we ever sailed 
a yacht. Of course we hadn’t, so they sug¬ 
gested an alternative: charter a yacht with 
a crew. 

I said there would only be two or four of 
us (thinking of asking someone to go with 
us). They said, “We have an ideal situation 
for you. A couple who own a yacht is sail¬ 
ing in from Australia and will be looking 
for a charter.” When I questioned price, it 
seemed doable. I checked dates and said I 
would call back. 

I checked airline prices for the suggest¬ 
ed takeoff points for either the British Vir¬ 
gin Islands or St. Martin. The figures and 
dates worked with Kitty’s schedule and 
the prices appeared fair. Who should we 
approach with the idea? Kitty said, “Frank 
and Bea, of course.” So, that is how it began. 

We fiew to the Dutch side of St. Martin. 
The captain of the yacht and his wife, who 
would be the cook, met us and took us to 
his yacht. It was beautiful. Sleek and white. 
Fifty-five feet long with masts, but also mo¬ 
tor power. We had two cabins. Frank and 
Bea were taller people than Kitty and me; 
they took the bigger cabin. Ours was so 
small that we had to leap from the door¬ 
way to get on the bed (but it was an adven¬ 
ture, wasn’t it?). The captain pulled out his 
charts and we decided which islands to

visit. 

Over the next ten days we visited these 
islands: Saba, which is Dutch, St. Barts, 

_ which is French, and many 

other little islands named after 
saints. The captain allowed us to 
handle the yacht and suggested 
that if we were to charter again, 
perhaps we could run our own 
yacht. His wife prepared great 
meals for us and the rum was 
even better. One afternoon we 
visited a tiny island that was the 
template for the movie where 

_ this tiny island declares war 

with Great Britain so that the 
British would then help their 
economy grow. In the harbor there were 
rotting vessels who had been stuck there 
during World War II. 

Our final destination was the French 
side of St. Martin. We got off the yacht into 
a rowboat and rowed to shore in our bath¬ 
ing suits and holding our luggage to the ho¬ 
tel. How many times have you, dear reader, 
checked into a hotel from a rowboat? 

Our next trip with Frank and Bea was 
going down the Colorado River in the 
Grand Canyon on a raft with Georgie Clark, 
the Mistress of the Canyon. Georgie was 
in her 80s and took the most perilous way 
through the rapids. As far as she was con¬ 
cerned, other rafter leaders took the easy 
way around the rapids. 

It was a scary trip in some cases, falling 
20 or more feet down a rapid and hanging 
on for dear life. The canyon from the river is 
most beautiful, and the nights, sleeping on 
the edge of the water looking up at the sky 
was magnificent. 

We came very close to crashing into the 
canyon walls and in some cases our raft 
was twisted into crazy angles, but we held 
on and survived. The takeout point after 
seven days and nights was at an Indian res¬ 
ervation point one mile down from the rim 
of the canyon. A helicopter came to pick 
us up and take us to Las Vegas and to our 
hotels. 

Each of these two adventures deserve 
more written about them, but the good 
memories they awaken and the smiles one 
gets in thinking about them is a blessing 
for the two of us.

the blight list are abandoned single-family 
homes; a couple are business properties, 
including Games and Lanes on Walnut 
Street Extension and Cesar’s on Silver 
Street; a few are vacant lots. 

Buoniconti said he has gone to court to 
seek an emergency condemnation for 1178 
Suffield St., and the bank that owns the 
property was forced to board up the house 
on the land, clean it up, and attempt to sell 
it. 

He said there is one home in Feeding 
Hills and one on Main Street he is currently 
in litigation to address. He declined to give 
the addresses, pending the results of the 
litigation. 

“This was a very big project that 1 took 
on when 1 came to the town,” he said. “No 
one should have to live next door to prop¬ 
erties in these conditions.” 

Earlier this year, the City Council ap¬ 
proved funding for the demolition of a 
blighted home at 30 Royal Lane. Council 
President James Cichetti said Cohen in¬ 
cluded $100,000 in his budget for more po¬ 
tential demolitions and remediation work 
to take place at blighted properties. 

In addition to 30 Royal Lane, two prop¬ 


erties that were on last year’s blight list 
were 346-350 Walnut Street Ext. and 586 
Mill St. 

The Walnut Street Extension proper¬ 
ty, more commonly known as Games and 
Lanes, is on its way to redevelopment, with 
a new owner having purchased it in the last 
year, cleaning up groundwater contamina¬ 
tion and marketing it for redevelopment. 

The vacant farmhouse on Mill Street sits 
on 12 acres that have been purchased by 
HAPHousing Inc., which intends to build 
a Chapter 40B housing complex there. In 
the meantime, the house remains empty, 
but neighbors worry that an influx of traf- 
flc and high-density housing will hurt their 
property values even more than a blighted 
house. 

Cohen said two more properties on Mill 
Street — out of flve on the list — are set to 
be addressed in the coming months. 

Under the town’s blight ordinance, of- 
flcials can place eyesore properties in re¬ 
ceivership and demolish them after going 
through a legal process. 

“The blight ordinance was one of the 
smartest things the city council has ever 
passed,” said Cohen. “It has really added 
more tools to the toolbox of our depart¬ 
ment heads to address these issues.”

QUESTION 1: LAW PROPOSED BY INITIATIVE PETITION 

Do you approve of a law summarized below, on which no vote was taken by the Senate or the House of Representatives on or before May 3, 2016? 

SUMMARY 

This proposed law would allow the state Gaming Commission to issue one additional category 2 license, which would permit operation of a gaming establishment with no table games and not more 
than 1,250 slot machines. 

The proposed law would authorize the Commission to request applications for the additional license to be granted to a gaming establishment located on property that is (i) at least four acres in size; 
(ii) adjacent to and within 1,500 feet of a race track, including the track’s additional facilities, such as the track, grounds, paddocks, barns, auditorium, amphitheatre, and bleachers; (iii) where a horse 
racing meeting may physically be held; (iv) where a horse racing meeting shall have been hosted; and (v) not separated from the race track by a highway or railway. 

A YES VOTE would permit the state Gaming Commission to license one additional slot-machine gaming establishment at a location that meets certain conditions specified in the law. 

A NO VOTE would make no change in current laws regarding gaming. 

QUESTION 2: LAW PROPOSED BY INITIATIVE PETITION 

Do you approve of a law summarized below, on which no vote was taken by the Senate or the House of Representatives on or before May 3, 2016? 

SUMMARY 

This proposed law would allow the state Board of Elementary and Secondary Education to approve up to 12 new charter schools or enrollment expansions in existing charter schools each year. Ap¬ 
provals under this law could expand statewide charter school enrollment by up to 1% of the total statewide public school enrollment each year. New charters and enrollment expansions approved under 
this law would be exempt from existing limits on the number of charter schools, the number of students enrolled in them, and the amount of local school districts’ spending allocated to them. 

If the Board received more than 12 applications in a single year from qualified applicants, then the proposed law would require it to give priority to proposed charter schools or enrollment expansions 
in districts where student performance on statewide assessments is in the bottom 25% of all districts in the previous two years and where demonstrated parent demand for additional public school 
options is greatest. 

New charter schools and enrollment expansions approved under this proposed law would be subject to the same approval standards as other charter schools, and to recruitment, retention, and multi¬ 
lingual outreach requirements that currently apply to some charter schools. Schools authorized under this law would be subject to annual performance reviews according to standards established by 
the Board. 

The proposed law would take effect on January 1, 2017. 

A YES VOTE would allow for up to 12 approvals each year of either new charter schools or expanded enrollments in existing charter schools, but not to exceed 1% of the statewide public school 
enrollment. 

A NO VOTE would make no change in current laws relative to charter schools. 

QUESTION 3: LAW PROPOSED BY INITIATIVE PETITION 

Do you approve of a law summarized below, on which no vote was taken by the Senate or the House of Representatives on or before May 3, 2016? 

SUMMARY 

This proposed law would prohibit any farm owner or operator from knowingly confining any breeding pig, calf raised for veal, or egg-laying hen in a way that prevents the animal from lying down, 
standing up, fully extending its limbs, or turning around freely. The proposed law would also prohibit any business owner or operator in Massachusetts from selling whole eggs intended for human 
consumption or any uncooked cut of veal or pork if the business owner or operator knows or should know that the hen, breeding pig, or veal calf that produced these products was confined in a man¬ 
ner prohibited by the proposed law. The proposed law would exempt sales of food products that combine veal or pork with other products, including soups, sandwiches, pizzas, hotdogs, or similar 
processed or prepared food items. 

The proposed law’s confinement prohibitions would not apply during transportation; state and county fair exhibitions; 4-H programs; slaughter in compliance with applicable laws and regulations; 
medical research; veterinary exams, testing, treatment and operation if performed under the direct supervision of a licensed veterinarian; five days prior to a pregnant pig’s expected date of giving 
birth; any day that pig is nursing piglets; and for temporary periods for animal husbandry purposes not to exceed six hours in any twenty-four hour period. 

The proposed law would create a civil penalty of up to $1,000 for each violation and would give the Attorney General the exclusive authority to enforce the law, and to issue regulations to implement 
it. As a defense to enforcement proceedings, the proposed law would allow a business owner or operator to rely in good faith upon a written certification or guarantee of compliance by a supplier. 

The proposed law would be in addition to any other animal welfare laws and would not prohibit stricter local laws. 

The proposed law would take effect on January 1, 2022. The proposed law states that if any of its parts were declared invalid, the other parts would stay in effect. 

A YES VOTE would prohibit any confinement of pigs, calves, and hens that prevents them from lying down, standing up, fully extending their limbs, or turning around freely. 

A NO VOTE would make no change in current laws relative to the keeping of farm animals. 

QUESTION 4: LAW PROPOSED BY INITIATIVE PETITION 

Do you approve of a law summarized below, on which no vote was taken by the Senate or the House of Representatives on or before May 3, 2016? 

SUMMARY 

The proposed law would permit the possession, use, distribution, and cultivation of marijuana in limited amounts by persons age 21 and older and would remove criminal penalties for such activities. 

It would provide for the regulation of commerce in marijuana, marijuana accessories, and marijuana products and for the taxation of proceeds from sales of these items. 

The proposed law would authorize persons at least 21 years old to possess up to one ounce of marijuana outside of their residences; possess up to ten ounces of marijuana inside their residences; grow 
up to six marijuana plants in their residences; give one ounce or less of marijuana to a person at least 21 years old without payment; possess, produce or transfer hemp; or make or transfer items related 
to marijuana use, storage, cultivation, or processing. 

The measure would create a Cannabis Control Commission of three members appointed by the state Treasurer which would generally administer the law governing marijuana use and distribution, 
promulgate regulations, and be responsible for the licensing of marijuana commercial establishments. The proposed law would also create a Cannabis Advisory Board of fifteen members appointed 
by the Governor. The Cannabis Control Commission would adopt regulations governing licensing qualifications; security; record keeping; health and safety standards; packaging and labeling; testing; 
advertising and displays; required inspections; and such other matters as the Commission considers appropriate. The records of the Commission would be public records. 

The proposed law would authorize cities and towns to adopt reasonable restrictions on the time, place, and manner of operating marijuana businesses and to limit the number of marijuana establish¬ 
ments in their communities. A city or town could hold a local vote to determine whether to permit the selling of marijuana and marijuana products for consumption on the premises at commercial 
establishments. 

The proceeds of retail sales of marijuana and marijuana products would be subject to the state sales tax and an additional excise tax of 3.75%. A city or town could impose a separate tax of up to 2%. 
Revenue received from the additional state excise tax or from license application fees and civil penalties for violations of this law would be deposited in a Marijuana Regulation Fund and would be 
used subject to appropriation for administration of the proposed law. 

Marijuana-related activities authorized under this proposed law could not be a basis for adverse orders in child welfare cases absent clear and convincing evidence that such activities had created an 
unreasonable danger to the safety of a minor child. 

The proposed law would not affect existing law regarding medical marijuana treatment centers or the operation of motor vehicles while under the influence. It would permit property owners to pro¬ 
hibit the use, sale, or production of marijuana on their premises (with an exception that landlords cannot prohibit consumption by tenants of marijuana by means other than by smoking); and would 
permit employers to prohibit the consumption of marijuana by employees in the workplace. State and local governments could continue to restrict uses in public buildings or at or near schools. 
Supplying marijuana to persons under age 21 would be unlawful. 

The proposed law would take effect on December 15, 2016. 

A YES VOTE would allow persons 21 and older to possess, use, and transfer marijuana and products containing marijuana concentrate (including edible products) and to cultivate marijuana, all in 
limited amounts, and would provide for the regulation and taxation of commercial sale of marijuana and marijuana products. 

A NO VOTE would make no change in current laws relative to marijuana.
